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LAND OWNERSHIP AND NATURE 

TJERE is- a law which sems to touch practically on 
farm debt: “If a man owe a debt and nature inun¬ 
date his field and carry away the produce, or, through 
lack of water, grain have not grown in the field, in that 
year he*shall not make any return of grain to the credi¬ 
tor. He shall alter his contract tablet, and he shall not 
pay the interest for that year.” 

That seems a reasonable distribution of the penalties 
which hature exacts. It was Sn ancient Babylonian law 
effective in 2260 B.C. 

Today there is no such consideration for the man who 
is tilling the soil, and any legislation which takes into 
account the hazards of nature is viewed with .alarm by 
money, lenders. 

At the moment when, farm prices are recovering 
somewhat under the pressure of demand, there is im¬ 
mediate tendency on the part of some eastern papers 
to magnify the “prosperity” of the west, and to criti¬ 
cize every effort to have farm debt written down to a 
basis comparable with capacity to pay. There is too 
great disposition on the part of financial papers to fo¬ 
cus on the one or two years of relatively good prices 
now being experienced, and to brush off the twelve pre¬ 


ceding years of starvation conditions. They assume 
that a farmer can recover from a decade of steady los¬ 
ses in one or two good years. And they assume that 
the whole business of farm debt should be quite easily 
handled under present prices. 

The trouble is that the farmer himself has been given 
no assurance that present pricef will continue. He >s 
expected to take all the risk of expanded production, ex¬ 
pending capital to get established in the lines now in 
demand. But so far he has been unable to win 
any promise of post-war stability in farm prices. As 
usual, the farmer is expected to take the risks, and if 
markets collapse he will be dubbed a “poor manager.” 

There seem to be two irreconcilable points of view in 
respect to farm mortgages. On the one hand there are 
those who believe that the farmer who purchases land 
should live up to the terms of his agreement in annual 
payments, regardless altogether of whether he has a 
crop. On the other hand there is an opinion that the 
holder "of a mortgage on Crop producing land should 
share to so mb extent with the operato'T'-in the hazards 
of farm seasons. Both sides have their supporters. 

The man who invests in land goes inte partnership 
with Nature—an unpredictable uncertain/partner upon 
whom he is dependent for revenue. If he/sells that land 
on mortgage to another man, Nature still continues to 
be the dominant partner. ‘Ls it right thaVthe man who 
operates the land should carry the full burden of na¬ 
ture’s whims, Be he never so industrious and capable 
he cannot succeed unlessf Nature works with him. If hail 
frost, drought overtake him, he lose$ his own year’s 
labor. By what means can he pay thegnortgage holder? 

Admittedly there may be other investments more at¬ 
tractive than investment in land. There is industry 
and enterprise not so beset by agencies over which 
there is apparently no human control. But “ability to 
pay” does become an important factor in any land deal¬ 
ing, and one can question the fairness of attempting to 
pass on the entire responsibility for Nature’s defaulting 
to the man who is actually working the land to the best 
of his ability. 

That old law effective in 2250 B.C., that in year of 
crop failure no interest should be required, is at least 
based on justice. j - .

A British prisoner released from 
an Italian camp says that the rank 
and file of Italian forces are still be¬ 
hind Mussolini. That’s absurd. In 
view of his age and his present 
physical condition, it is simply in¬ 
credible that they are behind him. 
He couldn’t possibly run fast enough 
for that. Besides, he wouldn’t be 
likely to take such a chance. During 
the other war it was while he wai 
ahead that he was wounded. 

The Huns made another treaty 
writh Turkey a short time ago and 
haven’t attacked her yet. Something 
has gone wrong with the system. 

Whfn we speak of dire reve’.ige 
against Germany by its victims, we 
are apt to forget that that is not 
what happens when a defeated en¬ 
emy sues for an armistice, and it is 
granted even on unconditional sur¬ 
render terms. When the “Cease 
Fire” sounds, the fighting is over 
and usually the conqueror is just as 
pleased to quit as the conquered. 
Before the armistice is granted, 
therefore, every city and town in 
Germany should be given a dose of 
what the Germans have given the 
world. Dutch, Polish, Czechoslo¬ 
vakian, Greek, Norwegian flyers 
should be supplied writh the means 
to bring the horrors of war home to 
every hamlet left untouched so far. 
The whole German people should not 
be left in doubt this time that they 
lo9t the war. 

Not for a hundred years has* Ger¬ 
many tasted war on its own soil un¬ 
til now. In the last war she was 
untouched except when for a while 
Russia invaded East Prussia. Now 
the Reich is getting it east, west 
and north, but too much of the 
bombing has to be done in occupied 
countries. A systematic, concen¬ 
trated attack on every place in»the 
Reich, would make the Huns realize 
what they made others suffer in this 
and in other wars. The armistice 
can wait until there has been some 
reward for “the patient search and 
vigil long of him who treasures up 
1 a wrong.” There are twelve million 
foreign prisoners or slaves in thci 
Reich now, of whom the Nazi jailer si 
have reason to be afraid. It maj/ 
seem inhuman to suggest such ref 
prisals but we tried the other methl 
od and it" didn’t work.

That was an extraordinary speech 
Col. Ralston made to a gathering 
of ex-service men when he told them 
Dieppe may well have marked the 
turning point in the war and that it 
showed how an army could be landed 
on a foreign shore and re-embarked. 
He spoke as if it were a victory, but 
Churchill was nearer the mark when 
he stated last year that premature 
invasion of Europe might mean a 
series of Dieppes. 

The success of C.I.O. leaders in 
getting the lead over competing un¬ 
ions in many plants is due to their 
political hook-up.

problems. To many of them, how¬ 
ever, it will be encouraging because 
their activities are intended to Do 
divisive.

Treatment For 
Seed Flax and Oats 

(H. G. L. Strange) * 

Flax and oats, however, I suggest, 
shjuld be treated this year only with 
meicurial dust—Ceresan or Leytosan 
—(because some of these crops were 
touched with early fall froat which 
weakened vitality). These mercurial 
dusts do not harm germination; on 
the contrary they actually improve 
germination. Again, however, the 
proper amount for the various grains, 
as marked by the manufacturer on 
the package, should be used. 

I have seen wheat and oats improv¬ 
ed 16% in germination by the use of 
mercurial dust. Mercurial dusts have 
the advantage that the grain can be 
treated and stored a week or so before 
seeding without any harm to the seed. 

There is no advantage in planting 
tomatoes before the ground is warm¬ 
ed up.

For us to be dis¬ 
cussing postwar planing without any 
thought of reforming this obsolete 
76-year-old financial plan of Confed¬ 
eration which has contributed so 
greatly to our distress ever since the 
last war, indicates a sad lack of in¬ 
telligence; and in relation to the post¬ 
war social security programme, a lack 
of sincerity as well. How can we aay 
we mean business about our postwar 
programme unless we are prepared to' 
take those steps which will make it 
possible for us to finance it properly? 

If the hopes which Canadians have 
been encouraged to entertain concern¬ 
ing social security in the postwar per¬ 
iod are to be realized, the essential 
condition precedent would seem to be 
the carrying into effect of the Rowell 
S rois Report or its substance in the 
form of some acceptable alternative. 
Consideration of the substance of this 
report therefore should have first 
place in any agenda of serious post- 
w ar planning it) this country. 

I dp not believe that the Canadian 
people, when once they get to under¬ 
stand this issue, will ever tolerate 
.he wrecking of our postwar plans by 
our failure to modify a financial ar¬ 
rangement between the Dominion and 
the provinces which has been out-of- 
•late and an impediment to our pro¬ 
gress for over a quarter of a century. 


Broodel* House 
Must Be Kept Clean 

Baby Chicks need a starting tem¬ 
perature of 96 degrees on their backs 
while under the brooder. They also 
need cooler areas, and don’t thrive-in 
brooder houses that are warm all ov¬ 
er. A desirable brooder house is so 
cool that the chicks must go back un¬ 
der the brooder every hour or so. A 
good rule is a floor temperature be¬ 
tween 60 and 80 degrees during the 
first two weeks, and slightly cooler 
thereafter. 

After about two weeks the baby 
chicks can run outside the house, ad¬ 
justing themselves to weather.' 

February and March chickens seem 
to grow better because it is easier to 
keep the brooder house cool than in 
April and May.- In raising late chicks 
it is important that sufficient shade 
be provided. 

Ventilation also is more difficult in 
warmer weather. •

Protection of Public 

For National Health 

Are some enlisted officers rela¬ 
tively idle, while countrysde 
cries for attention? 

Draft - in hands of Boards of 
practising doctors passing judg¬ 
ment on competitors? 

Attention of the public is focussing 
on the method in operation for'deter¬ 
mining the members of the medical 
profession who should be enlisted in 
armed services, and those who should 
be granted deferment. It is under¬ 
stood that there is an Assignment aftd 
Procurement Board to pass judgment 
on who should have deferment and 
who should be enlisted. This board is 
made up of men who are themselves 
practising physicians, and the layman 
questions the wisdom of such a setup. 
It gives too much authority to men 
who themselves, are in competition 
with those on whom they pass judg¬ 
ment. Such power could be used to 
personal advantage, and under any 
circumstances leaves the board open 
to the suspicion that decisions may 
not be unprejudiced. The personnel 
of the board should be selected with a 
view to safeguarding the public and 
not the profession. This is surely a 
reasonable view. 

A similar situation is given great 
prominence in United States, where 
the Medical Local Boards are coming 
in for serious criticism for eliqiinat- 
sion. A congressional committee is 
even now considering the charges. ' 

Many laymen of this district are 
deeply concerned over the drafting of 
a physician who has been conspicu¬ 
ously successful in treating disease 
more commonly afflicting those past 
middle age. There would be very lit¬ 
tle scope for his field of specializing 
in the army-under any circumstances, 
and he is irreplaceable to the civil 
ian public. To those who take the 
view that the health and fitness of 
civilians past middle age is of small 
account anyway, the answer is that 
these are the people who are now pro¬ 
ducing the food for the country and 
maintaining civilian business for the 
homecoming of their sons now in the 
army. They also serve in the national 
scheme, and are vastly important in 
production. 

The whole question is whether civil¬ 
ian health is of value and what meas¬ 
ure of protection it should have. Is 
there a proper and wise distribution 
and allotment of available medical 
power, to provide maximum safe¬ 
guard for armed services and civil¬ 
ians? 

There are reports, seemingly on 
goad authority of one prison camp 
where six medical officers are doing 
the work that two could handle quite 
easily. In contrast there are reports 
of large areas of Canada completely 
stripped of medical service and of 
hospitals functioning without a doc¬ 
tor and unable to obtain one. All this 
is indication that redistribution of 
medieal services is very badly needed, 
and that existing authorities are not 
functioning as they should. 

On the one hand valuable men, 
probably specialists, doing routine 
stuff and relatively idle, and on the 
other hani great areas of population 
crying out for their service's. 

The normal ratio of medical service 
to population is one doctor to 1200 
i*opulation. In the local district the 
actual ratio is one doctor to 5000 pop¬ 
ulation, yet it is accepted that this 
district and hospital are relatively in 
much more fortunate position than 
countless sections of Canada. 

New life is constantly coming into 
heing. The health of growing chil¬ 
dren must be safeguarded. Adult life 
must be guarded if for no other rea-- 
son than that the armed services are 
completely dependent on the output 
of this element of civilian life. The 
health of the elderly must be protect¬ 
ed so that they can continue in fields 
of physical and mental activity. 

The distribution of medical service 
it one problem in which one element 
of society dare not be sacrificed to 
another. All are required. 

Authorities charged with this allot¬ 
ment should be completely’* removed 
from any suspicion of personal ad¬ 
vantage or of prejudice. For that 
reason practising physicians should 
not have control of deferments and 
enlistment* to the extent which now 
prevails.

Trying to Provide 

For Help Shortage 

Farmers in better position to, 
buy, but held down by ration.) 
Shortages for livestock feeding 

A limited amount of new seeding 
equipment has been coming in for de¬ 
livery to the farms of the district. 
This has all been secured on permit. 
Application is made through the local 
dealer to the Ration Board, and if the 
application is considered favorably 
and the machinery is available, the 
furmer gets his machine. So far as 
vlie consideration of the Ration Board 
.is concerned, there is no attention 
paid to a man’s financial position. 
Their-deeision as to need is based en¬ 
tirely on a man's acreage, and the 
amount of machinery he has already 
on hand. As far as Ration Board de¬ 
cision goes, the small man gets as 
good p. break as the large operator if 
his need is as great. 

But the output of new equipment is 
very limited. According to those who 
are familiar with farm setup through¬ 
out the country, the actual needs for 
seeding equipment are much greater 
than the available supply. 

It is said that machine, company 
policy in respect to payment has not 
al ered because of limited supply to 
be had. Orders are being filled on 
part cash and time basis by some of 
tho companies at least. 

Haying Equipment Shortage 

Although spring work presents its 
own difficulties, al, dealers seem to be 
agreeddhat the real shortage is going 
to be in haying equipment and harvest 
combipes. Just what the farm popur 
lotion is going to ao for sufficient ma¬ 
chinery to take care of the hay crop, 
is alFeady a worrying problem. Last 
jer.r there was a shortage of haying 
machinery. This year there is likely 
to be an acute shortage. More feed 
will have to be put up, and there is 
no machine output to care for the new 
demands, let alone supply adequate 
replacement for old needs. 

“The government has demanded an 
increase in livestock,” says one dealer 
“quite ignoring that expanding herds 
fmu'st be fed. For six rtionths or more 
machine companies have been ham¬ 
mering away, calling for priorities in 
materials necessary for haying £quip- 
iTient. But it seems no special allot- 
i -ents have been made,, and there is 
bound to be scarcity.” 

It the coming haying season is any¬ 
thing like last year, the time element 
Toi haying is so important that there 
must be sufficient equipment on hand 
to do the work when it should be done. 

It is said that experiments are go^ 
ing forward now round the country, in 
building home made hay loaders. This 
is an effort to cope with a situation 
which farmers and stockmen are an¬ 
ticipating well in advance. - 

Throughout the Soutfi 

A block manager of or* of the big 
machine companies for the Southern 
Alberta area of the province, has had 
opportunity to view the machine sit¬ 
uation on a large scale. He says that 
with prospect of reduced manpower 
there is unquestionably a shortage of 
land equipment, and this is aggravat¬ 
ed by the fear of still greater short¬ 
age in the future. As he sees it, there 
are several factors entering in, chief 
of which is increasing difficulty of 
getting men experienced in -nursing 
along the older machinery. Another 
factor is the farmer’s improving abil¬ 
ity to purchase. In many instances he 
has the money, to buy new equip¬ 
ment which would greatly simplify 
his labors, with less, dependence on 
outside help. But the limited output 
of machinery piakes new purchase 
difficult if not impossible. He may be 
able to struggle along with whatsis 
on the farm, for the present, but he is 
ridden by uncertainty of the future 
in respect to dependable manpower 
and further reduction of available ma¬ 
chinery. 

J‘It might be possible for example” 
is the opinion of this observer, “to.put 
up the hay crop with the haymaking 
machinery of last year, if the same 
amount of help could be assured. But 
they must harvest mort hay with the 
prospect of less help. In respect to 
grain crops, the situation is much the 
same. Every operator is planning 
r.ow to cut down his dependence on 
outside help in every way possible. 
But he is blocked by the limit on 
available machinery. This worry for 
the future is preying on farm people.” 

* ' Great Demand 

Alt over-Southern Alberta there are 
inquiries for combines. This is a very 
rare demand at this season of the 
year, but in some instances a farmer 
who has formerly stooked and thresh¬ 
ed. feels he must cut his dependence 
on outside labor. Perhaps his only son 
may be in the next draft, or last 
year’s difficulties in getting stookers 
and threshers may have discouraged 
him. Bo ha is j u m pi ng in now with 
his combine order. But it is said the 
Board won't consider a permit for 
h-irvest machinery till after July 1. 
The only way to get a permit would 
It* proof of need right now, inability 
to hire in the district, and acceptance 
of delivery right now. 

The rovernment is trying to point 
put that there is still good work in 
old machines of every sort on the 
farms. The farm reply is “Only if we 
can get men skilled in nursing such 
machines along and getting the work 
out of Diem. Otherwise they are costly

Born in England, the “Wheat Wizard of 
Saskatchewan” spent his early years as a 
clerk in the Old Country.
